Debaters  Exchange  Blasts

Thursday’s  grudge  debate  be- 
tween Judy  Geissler  and  Ste- 
wart Grow,  Jr.  proved  to  be  a 
scorcher. 

The  topic,  “Resolved:  Judy 
Geissler  has  done  the  cause  of 
responsible  journalism  a disserv- 
ice,” stemmed  from  a previous 
exchange  of  hostilities  on  the  edi- 
torial page  of  the  Daily  Universe 
this  week. 


Grow  opened  fire  with  an  at- 
tack on  Miss  Geissler’s  column 
“Firing  Line,”  which  appeared 
in  the  Daily  Universe  Monday. 
The  column  had  alleged  Grow 
was  “uncooperative  and  unavail- 
able” in  a proposed  debate  ser- 
ies. 

Grow  said  Miss  Geissler  vio- 
lated responsible  journalism  by 
misstatements  of  fact,  a mislead- 
ing headline  and  lack  of  research 
on  her  topic. 


Miss  Geissler’s  ripping  retort 
was  that  her  “entire  purpose”  in 
the  column  had  been  to  “irk  him 
(Grow)  sufficiently”  to  get  him 
into  action. 

“Mere  sarcasm  does  not  prove 
irresponsibility,”  she  said.  She 
denied  that  the  article  “hinged 
on  personalities.” 

To  Crow’s  blunt  question,  “Do 
you  consider  yourself  a respon- 
sible journalist?”  Miss  Geissler’s 
emphatic  return  was  “Yes  I do.”

When  Preference  Ball  committee 
workers  started  planning  the  Pre- 
ference Ball  concert,  however, 
they  found  the  Folk  Dancers  had 
already  scheduled  the  Fieldhouse 
that  weekend. 

“The  Scheduling  Committee 
knew  of  the  Preference  Ball  date, 
and  scheduled  the  Folk  Dancers 
for  those  three  days  anyway,” 
explained  Merwin  Grant,  ASBYU 
Social  Vice  President.  “What  do 
you  do  then— call  and  say,  ‘Dean, 
would  you  please  cancel  the  con- 
cert?’ ” J.  Elliott  Cameron,  Dean 
of  Students,  is  head  of  the  Sched- 
uling Committee. 

NO  OUTSIDE  TALENT 

“We  had  considered  some  out- 
side people  for  the  concert,”  said 
Carol  Jensen,  Preference  Ball 
Chairman.  “But  the  Folk  Dancers 
had  been  authorized  by  the  ad- 
ministration to  make  money  those 
three  nights.” 

“The  money  will  finance  our 
tour  to  Europe  this  summer,” 
said  one  member  of  the  A Cappel- 
la Choir. 

MONEY  PLANS 

“We  hope  to  make  between 
$4,000  and  $5,000,”  said  Dr.  Ralph 
Woodward,  Choir  director.  Ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Woodward,  the 
Folk  Dancers  will  receive  40  per 
cent  of  the  concert  proceeds,  A 
Cappela  Choir  will  get  40  per  cent, 
and  the  Program  Bureau  will  re- 
ceive 20  per  cent. 

The  money  from  the  Thursday, 
Friday  and  Saturday  perform- 
ances will  augment  the  $3,500  al- 
lotted to  the  Folk  Dancers  and  the 
$2,500  budgeted  to  the  Program 
Bureau. 

Tickets  for  the  Saturday  8 p.m. 
performance  are  still  available 
at  the  Fieldhous  Ticket  Office.

Insurance 

Schemes

Recently  one  or  two  people  have  been  talking  about  in- 
surance on  the  campus. 

But  I don’t  think  anyone  really  understands  the  mean- 
ing of  insurance  like  my  old  friend  Charles  Bittlebalm. 

I was  chatting  with  Charles,  and  he  casually  men- 
tioned he  was  going  to  start  an  insurance  company  right 
here  in  Provo — of  all  places. 

“I  don’t  know  if  it  will  work— but  even  if  you  get 
away  with  it,  how  are  you  going  to  sell  students  your  brand 
of  insurance?  Heck,  look  at  all  the  companies  you’ll  have 
to  compete  with,”  I said. 

“The  thing  you 
overlook,  you  fink,”  he  said,  “is  that  my  insurance  package 
will  be  tailored  to  students  at  BYU.” 

“You  mean  health  insurance,  life  insurance,  accident

Charles  laughed.  “Naw,  none  of  the  kids  at  BYU  can 
be  bothered  with  that  kind  of  insurance.” 

“Explain,”  I replied. 

“Well,  the  worst  thing  that  can  happen  to  a girl  at 
BYU  is  to  graduate  and  remain  single.  Therefore,  my 
policy  will  have  an  anti-single  clause  in  it.  Of  course,  we’ll 
give  special  discounts  to  homecoming  queens,  flagtwirlers 
and  girls  who  neck  on  the  first  date.  They’re  what  we  call 
in  the  insurance  game,  preferred  risks.” 

He  continued.  “Girls  with  bad  breath  or  who  know 
Karate  will  be  placed  on  a high  premium  category,  since 
their  chances  of  snaring  some  poor  devil  are  obviously 
lower  than  the  average  girl’s.” 

“How  will  the  payment  be  governed  on  anti-single  in- 
surance?”

We  believe  that  free  enterprise 
and  the  laws  of  supply  and  de- 
mand will  properly  screen  con- 
sumer items,  including  life  in- 


surance, for  the  discerning  col- 
lege student.

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Masked  Ball'  Has  Colorful  Premiere  Nig

Regal  elegance  is  the  byword  of 
of  Verdi’s  “Masked  Ball”  which 
opened  last  night  in  the  de  Jong 
Concert  Hall. 

Originally  titled  “Un  Ballo  en 
Maschera,”  the  opera  caused 
rioting  in  Naples  when  Verdi  first 
released  it.  Rehearsals  occurred 
during  the  attempt  of  Orsini  to 
assassinate  Napoleon  and  the 
opera,  which  tells  the  story  of  the 
assassination  of  King  Gustav  of 
Sweden,  was  so  suggestive  that 
the  police  suggested  to  Verdi  that 
he  adapt  his  music  to  a different 
plot. 

He  refused  and  the  manager  of 
the  San  Carlo  Theater  brought  ac- 


tion to  the  tune  of  200,000  francs 
against  Verdi.  When  this  was 
known,  there  was  very  nearly  a 
revolution  in  Naples.  Crowds  as- 
sembled under  Verdi’s  window 
shouting,  “Viva,  Verdi.” 

Eventually  Verdi  gave  in  and 
the  opera  was  performed  for  years 
and  Richard,  Governor  of  Boston, 
in  the  18th  century  became  the! 
central  character. 

King  Gustav,  played  by  Roy  I 
King,  is  consulting  with  his  ad- 
visors in  the  first  act,  when  one 
of  them  mentions  a witch  who  has 
been  causing  trouble  in  the  area 
and  suggests  that  the  King  order, 
her  hung. 

The  King  decides  to  visit  her 
hut.  Two  of  the  members  of  his 
court  use  the  opportunity  of  his 


trip  to  activate  their  plan  to  as- 
sassinate him. 

The  second  act  takes  place  in 
the  hut  of  the  witch  Ulrica  (Re- 
becca Totten).  Among  her  guests 
is  Count  Johan’s  lovely  wife  Amel- 
ia (Clare  Johnson)  and  the  witch, 
advises  her  to  go  to  a specified 
spot  outside  the  village  to  rid  her- 
self of  the  unasked-for  secret  love 
she  harbors  in  her  heart. 

The  King  overhears  the  ap- 
pointed place  and  determines  to 
be  there  to  meet  Amelia  because 
he  has  been  secretly  in  love  with 
her  for  some  time. 

That  night  they  meet  and  admit 
their  love  for  each  other.  Unfort- 
unately, the  assassins  Samuel  and 
Tim  (Steve  Leese  and  Spencer 
McMullin)  appear.

WASHINGTON— National  Guard 
units  throughout  the  country  have 
been  ordered  to  stop  taking  new 
recruits  without  previous  military 
experience  until  further  notice,  it 
was  disclosed  Thursday. 

A Spokesman  for  the  National 
Guard  Bureau  said  the  order  is 
effective  immediately. 

The  spokesman  said  the  drastic 
action  was  necessary  to  reduce 
the  Guards’  strength  to  the  auth- 
orized level  of  400,000  men  by  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year  June  30. 
The  strength  reached  417,300  as  of 
Oct.  31.
